to www.WashoeEats rvhich displays inspection rating results for Washoe County

food establishments.

Benefit to Washoe County Residents: This Award supporls the EHS Food Program
efforts to achieve conformance rvith the FDA Voluntary National Retail Food Regulatory
Program Standards. hnplementing the standards benefits the community by reducing or
eliminating the occurence of illness and death from food produced in Washoe County
food establishrnents.
